It was foolhardy in the extreme 
to allow the child to venture out.

Being Successfully Planted 
In Many Parts of the World! 


One of the Canadian crops which 
{s not included in the agricultural re- 
turns js the annual crop of trec sceds. 
It may be thought that these are of 
no value except for natural reproduc- 
tion in the forest lands and ag food 
for squirrels and chipmunks. That 
may have once been true but with 
the increasing need of artificial for- 
estaticn the world over the demand 
for hardy and disease-free varieties 
of tree sceds is becoming increasing- 
ly difficult to satisfy. The gecds of 
Canadian coniferous trees are stead- 
ily making a world reputation for 
themselves, according to the Natural 
Resources tntelligence Service of the 
Department of the Interior at Ottawa, 
and are in as relatively great demavd 
as Canadian seed potatocs, bulbs und 
cereais, on account of their superior 
sturdiness and reproductive qualities, 
as compared with those grown in 
milder climates. 

In this connection it may he inter- 
esting to note that already the in- 
dustry is becoming organized wader 
the auspices of the Forestry Service 
of the Federal Government. What is 
said to be the largest tree-#eed piant 
in existence is located in Sritish-Col- 
umbia at New Westminster, as much 
as 3 tons of Douglas Fir sced, 634 
tons of yellow pine seed, 2 tons of 
spruce seed, 1% ton of western hem- 
lock seed and 14 ton of cedar seed 
having been harvested and wraded in 
a single season. These seeds are sup- 
plied at cost. to responsible authorities 
Within the British Iempire. 

Although Canadian tree seeds are 
being successfully planted all over the 
world including extensive -areas in 
the Motherland itself, it must not be 
forgotten that Canada ag one of the 
greatest of -manufacturing countries 
with respect to wool products Is ac- 
tively beginning to take an interest 
in replacing her forests. The province 
of Quebec alone has an official pro- 
gramme for 1928, which will involve 
the planting of no fewer than 3,000,- 
000 trees. Ontario has also meade 
great strides in the creation of new 
and permanent forest areas. It i$ sin- 
cerely to be hoped that the leader- 
ship of the federal and certain of the 
provincial governments in this res- 
pect will receive every possible meas- 
ure of public support.

Not Affected By Exports 


Milch Cows In Caanda Increased By 
55,000 In Year 

There were 55,000 more milch cows 

and 54,000 more other catile on 

Canadian farms when a survey was 


made in June of this year than there; 


were in the previous June, according 
to the bureau of statistics. Move- 
ments are going on steadily to the 
States, 
breeding is keeping fully apace. 

Last June there were 3,894,311 
milch cows, compared with 3.831191 
a year before, while there were 5,277,- 
927 other cattle compared with 4,- 
731,688 in June, 1926. Horses increas- 
ed by 23,000, sheep by 120,000, and 
swine by 340,000. 

The main decrease in milch cattle 
was in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
The former declined by 30,600 head 
of milk yearlings, hut increasing 24,- 
000 in milch cows, while Alberta had 
26,000 fewer cows and 44,000 milk 
yearlings. Ranch cattle, however, in- 
creased 158,000 in Alberta.

The Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, which has official supervision 
of betting on all race tracks in the 
Dominion, has completed and issued a 
statistical statement from which it 
appears that the money waycred on 
Canadian race tracks during the sea- 
son just closed amounted to $47,915,- 
828, as compared with 344,346,672 
wagered last year. There were, in 
1927, thirty-four more racing days 
than in 1926, and $3,569,156 in added 
wagers amongst a population which 
would increase in proportion to tke 
nation’s natural growth may not bo 
taken as evidence of a spread of tho 
betting habit amongst the people. 
Gambling is inherent in the human 
race, and the propensities are prob- 
ably inherited more than they are ac- 
quired. Whoever is anxious for their 
eliminations should find a crumb ot 
comfort in the fact that the disposi- 
tions do not today lead men into tho 
extravagance of former days. The 
world is getting better gradually, 
though appearances may sometimes 
raise a note of interrogation in this 
respect. At. all events, gambling, 
through legislative control, and surely 
through the elevation of moral stand- 
ards as well, has lost much of its old 
reprehensible character. Time was 
when men of quality made betting 
their most serious occupation. Tho 
custom of “pitting” or backing cne 
man to outlive another becume so 
prevalent in Britain that in 1774 a 
Gambling Act was passed by Parlia- 
ment prohibiting insurance except 
when there was an insurable interest. 
The preamble of this act is to the ef- 
fect that, “whereas it hath been found 
by experience that the making of in- 
surance on lives and other events 
wherein the assured shall have no in- 
terest, hath introduced @ mischiev- 
ous kind of gambling, it is necessary 
to draw a distinction between a con- 
tract of life insurance and a wager.” 
The common passion for gambling 
was such that people would lay weg- 
ers on every thing under the sun. 
More than one “cause celebre”’ had 
origin in “the golden age of wager- 
ing.” One famous law suit arose out 
of a bet on the duration of the life 
of Napoleon. Bonaparte. Sir Mark 
Sykes, discussing with his guests at 
dinner the danger to which Napoleon 
was then exposed, said he would take 
a hundred guineas from anyone pres- 
ent, and would pay him a guinea a 
day so long as Napoleon lived. This 
was in-the year 1809. One present, the 
Rev. B. Gilbert, produced a hundred 
guineas, and as a result reaped a rich 
| return on his ‘take’ until Sir Mark, 
| after paying the exultant cleric about 

ea thousand guineas, resolutely drew 
jin his purse-strings and allowed him- 
i self to be sued for breach of vontract. 
The case, according to the records, 
turned not upon the ethics of gamb- 
ling, but upon “broad national consid- 
erations,” and the waging baronet 
was given judgment on the ground 
that the bet ‘created an undue inter- 
est in the preservation of the life of a 
| public enemy.”-—Montreal Gazette.

Winnipeg.—-An effort to secure seed 
grain rates on No. 1 wheat, cqual to; 
those obtaining at present on regis- 
tered seed, was made here when a 
group of seed specialists met repre- | 
sentatives of the Canadian Freight 
Association,

Abaadekad Pani: 
Return To Grass 


Time Required Is From Eight To 
Thirty Years 

Abandoned farms in the dry areas 
of the Western prairies if left alone, 
in from eight to thirty years, depend- 
ing on various factors, return to grass 
covered condition. In studies given 
to this question, Dr. S. i. Clarke, of 
the Division of Forage Plants of the 
Experimental Farms, has discovered 
that the vegetation on abandoned 
land that has once been cultivated 
appears to go through definite succes- 
sive stages. After being abandoned 
the land socn becomes covered with 
weeds, chiefly Russian Thistle and 
Tumbling Mustard. These plants are 
followed in a few years by Artemis- 
ias, popularly known in some sections 
as pig weeds. Western Couch Grass 
soon, however, makes its appearance 
and crowds out the other weeds., This 
in time appears to give way to other 
native species such as Spear Grass, 
Grama Grass, June Grass, and peas. 
Thus in time the fields return {to al- 
most the original prairie condition. In 
the report of the Forage Crops Divi- 
sion for 1926, issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa, end 
; which cnotains useful information on 
‘stock fodders, it is announced that ex- 
periments are being planned with a 
view to hastening the return to grass 
‘of abandoned western farms.

Usefulness Of Maps 
People Are Reullzing More and More 
_ Their Value 

When the art of printing was first 
utilized for the publication of bucks 
only a small proportion of the popula- 
tion in any of the then civilized coun- 
tries of the world could read und in 
fact it was a long time afterwards he- 
fore generally could use hooks for 
themselves. Nowadays more books 
are being sold than ever before, but 
people buy them to read and use. 
With better general education the 
greater demand for books of all kinds. 
The same may he said to be truc of 
maps; as more people learn to use 
them so does the demand increese; 
and it is equally true that one must 
learn to read a map and be able to 
use it, just as onc must learn to read 
words before the printed page is of. 
any significance. A map 1s not a word 
picture, nor is it a photograph, al- 
though it contains elements of both. 
Especially is this true of the topo- 
graphic map which is the most com- 
plete example of the map-maker’s 
skill and serves many purposes. It is 
the record of the natural and cultur- 
al features of any area, and one of the 
means of aiding development. Such a 
map shows the arable lands; indus- 
trial areas; ferest areas; mineral 
areas; water power sites and storage 
basins; reclamation projects; irriga- 
tion areas; surface conformation, 
| ete. 

One of the large map making or- 
ganizations of the Dominion Govern- 
ment is the ‘l'opographical Survey, 
Department of the Interior. During 
the recent years this Service has heen 
issuing as rapidly as possible topo- 


graphic maps of various wreas 
throughout Canada, all being co- 
ordinated in ‘the National Topo- 


graphic series. Thus, eventually the 
whole country will be mapped with- 
out overlapping or without any part 
being missed. Mapping is, however, a 
slow process and it will be many 
years before the whole country will 
be thus included. As each new inap 
is issued more people are interested. 
In order to inform people of the maps 
that are available an index of the 
maps and publications issued by the 
Topographical Survey will be sent 
free upon request. 


A Made Over Elephant 


Exhibit At British Natural History 
Museum Reduced In Size 

After “treatment” extending over 
seven months, during which it has 
been remodelled and reduced to more 
normal proportions, the African cle- 
phant belonging to the South Ken- 
sington Natural History Musetun has 
returned to its old quarters. 

It was talcen back on a theatrical 
scenery van, and because of its size, 
the woodwork of the doors into the 
great hall of the museum had to be 
removed. . 

“It was a task to get it in and out 
of our studios, which are especially 
built,” said a representative of 
Messrs. Rowland Ward, Ltd., of FPic- 
cadilly, who carried out the work. 

When the animal was first mounted 
in the museum it stood over 11 feet 
in height and, as posed, looked a very 
ferocious creature. It is now about 10 
feet 7 inches in height, and in its “re- 
juvenated” form looks more like an 
African elephant.

More Interested In Strange Animals 
Than Wonders Of Human 
Creation 
Writing in the Times‘a few days 
ago, George Palmer Putnam egaid: 
“This last summer in Baflin [sland we 


talked at length about our animals of 
the South. Our two Eskimo friends,

Avalisha and Kavaou, were far more - 


interested in our account of lions, 
monkeys, elephants ang the like than 
in any wonder of human creation that 
we could describe. To them animals 
were vastly more alluring than sky- 
scrapers, railroad trains. and aerc- 
planes. Pictures from zoos and jungles 
fascinated them.” ; 

It was natural, then, that the Eskl- 
mos who were taken to the “oo for 
the first time recently, should be fas- 
cinated by what they saw, particularly 
the younger members of the party. 
But are we ourselves so different from 
the Eskimos? One doubts. ‘There is 
something about animals that fascin- 
ates all of us. When-we riffle through 
the pages of a natural history book we 
aare likely to linger much longer over 
the pictures of lions, tigers, anteaters, 
elephants and wart-hogs tharmover the 
pictures of Hottentot culture. The rea- 
son, no doubt, is that we persist in 
identifying ourselves with everything 
we see. Thus Hottentot culture means 
nothing to us, for we have no use for 
it and we cannot picture ourselves in 
connection with it. But an animal 
catches our eye at once, particularily 
if he looks dangerous. We are still 
near enough to the jungle to get a 
‘chill along the spine from the sight of 
stripes and fur, even though we know 
that there are many thifigs that hold 
a greater-menace. The trutli {s that in 
many ways we are probably just as 
primitive as the Eskimo.—New York 
World.

The British Secret Service depart- 
ment is kept ever busy and ever vigil- 
ant, in preventing black listed unde- 
sirables from landing in Great Bri- 
tain. 

Valiere, a French communist who 
is on the Home Office Black List, and 
who had already been turned back 
when he tried to laid in England, 
was recently arrested in London. It 
was found that he had landed from a 
sailing boat on the beach near Folk- 
stone, says a writer in Pearson's 
Weekly. / 

Recently Mr. Burnett, the chief im- 
migration officer, received informa- 
tion from an agent that a number of 
Chinamen were to be smuggled into 
England in the liner President Lin- 
coln. In consequence, the vessel was 
met at Hawail and carefully search- 
ed, but nothing could be found. 

The men were on the point of giv- 
ing up when one of the searchers 
chanced to hump into one of a row 
of coffins in the hold and knocked the 
lid off. Inside was a young Chinaman 
lying full length, with food and lug- 
gage beside him. Eleven coftins were 
found similarly filled. 

Some two years ago, a vessel, be- 
lieved to be carrying Chinese inimi- 
grants, was chased by a patrol hoat 
and apparently betrayed her guilt by 
making off at top speed. Night fell, 
but still the patrol boat nung on, und 
at last caught up with the vessel and 
boarded her, 

Not a sign of a Chinese could be 
found aboard, and the patrol beat 
skipper was forced reluctantly to let 
the other vessel go. In port one of the 
crew got drunk, and talked. His story 
was that the skipper of the smuggler, 
as soon as it was dark, had tied a 
fire-har to the legs of each of twenty- 
seven wretched yellow men and flung 
them overboard.

The Topographical Survey, Depart- 
ment of the Interior has just issued 
the Cormorant Lake sheet of the Na- 
tional’ Topographical series on a scale 
of four miles to an inch. This sheet 
is a, provisional series map without 


contours. It is plotted from acrial 
photographs taken by -the Royal 
Canadian Air Force. During the 


photographic flights Dominion Lard 
Surveyors acted as navigational cfii- 
cers. This map may been obtained 
from the office of the Topographical 
Survey at Ottawa for the nominal 
price of twenty-five cents each or 
fifty cents in folder form cr printed 
on linen, * ; 

The area shown on this map lies 
north of The Pas, Manitoba and ex- 
tends just over the border of Mani- 
toba into Saskatchewan. It lies be- 
| tween. latitudes 54 degrees and 55 de- 
grees and logitudes 100 degrees and 
102 degrees. It is similar in style to 
The Pas sheet on the souih and We- 
ikusko Lake sheet on the east. It is 
named from Cormorant lake which 
lies just nortlf of the Hudson Bay 
| Railway. Other lakes which are well 
known from the mineral discoveries 
which have been made in their vicin- 
lity are ‘“Athapapuskow Lake, Filin- 
|Flon Lake, Schist Lake, File Lake, 
and Elbow Lake. The mining fields 
may be reached from The Pas* by 
steamer to Sturgeon Landing, thence 
by a wagon road to the Athapapus- 
jkow Lake from which canoc routes 
lead in numerous directions. The 
Mandy Mine produced some very rich 
ore which was transported hy sleighs, 
gcows, and rail to the smelter in Bri- 
tish Columbia.
